Julian aipaply took a long cartridge of 
nnfroaen sabstanee, and, lighting one 
end 'if it with a niatcli, hc>ltl it in his 
hand while burning. The Globe^De$tt^ 
oent mm, anxkma to distinguish him- 
self, reacliod fir it, and, holding it till 
the burning dr(4>i uf fluid fell on his 
hand, passed it over to another. 

Subsequent inquiries revealed the 
SkI that dynamite, though having 
eight times the explosive force of gun- 
|K)wdcr, is regarded by all the railroad 
compauies as perfectly harmless, being 
shiped as ordinary freight over all 
American roads. The jpincipal fac- 
tory of the Ailantio Olant Powder 
Company is at Drakcsville, New Jer. 
aey, and than is a branch futory in 
OaUfomia. TbeaMor itin thia coun< 
try is much more geneial 
miners than is usually suppoaad, 
may be jadgad hgr tbaaale in Mfaaonri, 
which amounts to more than fifty 
thousand pounds a j'ear. Mr. Julian 
thinks that the Thoaws oxpiwiwi was 
not caused by the fall of the cask, but 
that there must have l>cen fulminate 
caps prepared, and the sudden jar to 
the dpok-work cau.scd the explosion of 
these, and eonaequently of the dyna- 
mite. It has liecii staled that dyna- 
mite cartridges are prepared with a 
fblaunnte eaprdtdf for explosion, but 
this is aljsurd. No factory in the 
world would run the risk of uiauufac- 
turing such cartridges.
